I, Kentaro SHINDO, hereby declare and state: 

1. I am a citizen of Japan, residing at 2-24-24-503, Izumi-machi, 
Nagasaki, Japan. 

2. I executed the Declaration Under 37 CFR § 1.132 filed April 11, 
2008, in the above- identified application. 

3. In the Declaration Under 37 CFR § 1.132 filed April 11, 2008, 
the composition of the test piece was Ti-42A1-8V <at%) . 

4. U.S. Patent No. 5,370,839 (" Masahashi ") at column 5, lines 44- 
47, discloses that a molten alloy specimen was subjected to a 
homogenizing heat treatment at a temperature between 1273K 
(1000°C) and the solidus temperature for a period of 2 to 100 
hours . 

5. In the Declaration Under 37 CFR § 1.132 filed April 11, 2008, 
the homogenization heating was at 1250°C for 20 min. The 
heating temperature is within Masahashi's range of 1000°C to 
the solidus temperature. However, the heating time is outside

of Masahashi' s range of 2 to 100 hours. 

Although the homogenization heating time of 20 minutes in the 
comparative experiment in the Declaration Under 37 CFR § 1.132 
filed April 11, 2008, is not within Masahashi 7 s range of 
homogenization heating time, the comparative experiment is 
still valid for demonstrating difference between Masahashi and 
the present invention, because the heating in the comparative 
experiment was sufficient to achieve homogenization.
